Points'on Watering Horses 


A veterinarian gives the results of 


experiments 
to show the effects of 


watering horses beofre, during and 
after eating, and says that in most of 
the experiments the horses were fed 
on oats and hay; in some cases' on 
hay alone and in others on oats aud 
maize, with chopped straw and hay. 
So far as could be observed, the time 
for drinking did not have any effect 
upon the digestibility of a ration of 
grain and coarse feed, 
fit seemed probable that whenfliay 
only was fed there was a slight advan- 
tage in watering after feeding. The 
time of drinking exercised a marked 
effect on the amount of water ex- 
creted. The horse drunk the greatest 
amount of water when it WUH given 
after feeding aud the least amount 
when it was supplied before fowling. 
This was especially noticeable in the 
mori in; wheii water was sometimes 
refused if oil'ored 
beforo 
feeding.

circumstances may make it Mtccossary 
to adopt one or the other. Thus, after 
severe oxortiou water should bo sup- 
plied before the food.

Last Tuesday 
men from one of the Bancroft's hrmta 
Insisted upon purchaplng a few COCH- 
nuts f om tbe Indians and paid more 
than foil value for them. 
Toward 
11 


o'clock at night when it wan dark 
twenty canoes were seen approaching 
tbe Bancroft. Tbe gunboat turned her 
ftearcbligbtfl on the canoes and It wa? 
revealed that each hoat carried ae 
many Indiana as could 
crowd in, 


probably 200 in all. All the mon were 
armed with bowa and arrown, gunB of 
quaint and 
old patterns and other j 


weapons. Their faces were besmeared 
with paint. There is no doubt that 
their intentions were also hostile. 
They hoped to reach and surprise the 
ablp. The commander of the Bancroft 
ordered 
tbe 
gunboat 
cleared 
for 


action and her guns were loaded and 
trimmed ready for use. A quick firing 
Colt gun was placed near the gangway 
and orders were given to the gunners 
of this piece to keep a ceaseless fire 
all around the canoes. 


As soon as the Indians heard this 


rain of bullets they immediately be- 
gan retreating toward the shore. The 
gunners were given express orders not 
to fire at the Indians, so tbe bullets 
cut the air and churned up the water 
all around them. No shots were fired 
at tbe Bancroft, which at once sailed 
for Colon to bring In the report of the 
occurrence. 


Panama-— News was received 
here 


from Bogota that Insomuch au Gen- 
erals Reves and Cavalero have assured 
Colombia that the United Htates will 
only object to her landing forces in 
the canal zone, the Colombian govern- 
ment intends to organize and send an 
expedition against Panama.
